THE ATONEMENT OF CHRIST.

In his *‘Conversation on Partioular Re-
dewption,” Andrew Fuller replies to the
statement that “‘the first prand idea sug-
gested to an enlightened mind by the atone-
ment of Christ is not God's hatred of sin,
but 1lis love to sinners,” by saying that ‘‘the
former was manifested to prepare the wa)
for the Iatter. If the question were, Why
did God give Ilis Son to die for sinnevs,
rather than leave them to perish in their
sing? the nanswer wonld be, Bacause
He loved them. But if the question be,
Why did God give His Son to be an atone.
ment fer ginners, rather than gave them with-
out one? the snswer would be, Bezause he
loved righteousness and hated iniquity.” And
this appedrs to be a correct statement of the
case, IRedemption itself proves the benevo.
lence of God to men, and the method of re.

demplion proves the sanctity of the law in his |

sight. The sacrifice of Christ had for ils
proximate end, on the Divine side, a change
in God's attitude towards sinners; and for its
proximate end on the human side, a change
in the attitude of sioners towards God; it

secured the exercise of grace on the one hand |

and of repentance on the other, Without this
vindieation of Hisrighteous law,including the
penalty annexed to transgression, God wonld
not have approached the sinner with terms of
pardon, and without this evidence of God's
hatred of sin and love to men, the ainner
wonld not have welcomed pardon with a con-
trite heart. These statements represent, we
suppose, the obvious meaning of the Sacred
Seriptures and the settled belief of most Pro-
testant Christians. 1f they are correct, the
atonement, or sacrificial death of OChrist, is
not only the central doctrine of our religion,
but without it the Gospel would cease to be
a Gospel in the full sense of the word.
